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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendment filed 3/17/2009 has overcome the 35 USC 101 

rejections. 

As per claim 1 , the closest prior art by Yost does not explicitly disclose displaying 
a map highlighting a first area on the map surrounding a first position fix wherein the 
size of the area corresponds to the accuracy of the first position fix; and highlighting a 
second area on the map surrounding a second position fix wherein the size of the 
second area corresponds to the accuracy of the second position fix, wherein, when the 
first and second areas overlap, the one corresponding to the most recent or accurate 
position is displayed on top of the other. 

As per claim 2, the closest prior art by Yost does not explicitly disclose displaying 
a map highlighting a first area on the map surrounding a first position fix wherein the 
size of the area corresponds to the accuracy of the first position fix; and highlighting a 
second area on the map surrounding a second position fix wherein the size of the 
second area corresponds to the accuracy of the second position fix, wherein, when the 
first and second areas overlap, the highlighting of the overlapping area is different from 
that of those parts of the first and second areas which do not overlap. 

As per claim 3, the closest prior art by Yost does not explicitly disclose displaying 
a map highlighting a first area on the map surrounding a first position fix wherein the 
size of the area corresponds to the accuracy of the first position fix; and highlighting a 
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second area on the map surrounding a second position fix wlierein tlie size of the 
second area corresponds to the accuracy of the second position fix, wherein the 
manner in which at least one of the position fixes is obtained is indicated by the color of 
the highlight.
